State Official Here 
Explains New Real 
Estate License Act 


D Leon Harp. State Securities 
Commission of Austin, was in Co- 
manch» Wednesday and give out 
the following statement concern­ 
ing the new Real Estate License 
Act: 
“The Texas Real Estate License 
Act requires all dealers in real es­ 
tate. all persons who make It a 
business to negotiate real estate 
loans and all rent collectors to 
obtain a State license. The fee 
is $3 00 per year, and licenses ex­ 
pire December 31st of each year. 
The Act makes it an offense for 
a licensed dealer to divide com­ 
missions with an unlicensed deal­ 
er. It provides for a penalty of 
one year in jail for operating 
without a license, or a fine of 
not more than $500 00. 
The Act is administered by D. 
Leon Harp, Securities Commis­ 
sioner.
